John Andrews, the architect 
and John Neil, the contractor, were arrested 
on warrants charging them with the murder 
of Henry Natte, his wife and two children, 
who were crushed by the walis. The accused 
were held in bail of $5,000. 
The mortar used in this building was 
wretched in character, being little bet- 
ter than wet sand. The rear portions 
of four houses were crushed by the fall- 
ing walls. In the second house, which 
was part of the new building, the whole fam- 
ily narrowly mee oes The Coroner's inquest 
is adjourned until to-morrow at 10 o'clock, in 
order to obtain further reliable testimony as 
to the cause of the disaster 
The victims will be buried to-morrow. The 
appearance of the remaius were sickening 
The heads of all were crushed in a fearful 
manner, and the faces were badiy cut and 
mashed out of resemblance to bumsn fatares. 
The catastrophe bas created a deep impres- 
sion throughout the community, and the 
result will no doubt be the organization of a 
system of building and inspection. The loss 
on the building wii! reach $50,000.
